G.S.R. 7.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitulion, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Joint Director (Textiles) in the Planning Commission, namely;—

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the persona! Jaw applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 
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5. Povvcr to relax: Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, for reasons to 
be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 

respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for candidates belonging 
to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central , 
Government from time to time In this regard.

On 4th September, 1975 an agreement was signed in 
Bagdad between the Government of India and the Republic 
of Iraq for providing oil credits up to 50 million Dollars 
against the purchase of oil made during the calendar year 
1975. In the absence of Secretary /Additional Secretary/ 
Joint Secretary to the Department of Economic Affairs in 
Irnq, this agreement was signed by the Director in the De- 
partment of Economic Affairs who was a member of the 
Delegation deputed to Iraq for negotiating this agreement. 
(The Secretary, Department of Petroleum and the leader of 
• the Delegation had to return to India on 1st September, 
1975 i.e. 4 days before the agreement could be signed.) 
Since Director, Department of Economic Affairs has signed 
the agreement on 4th September, 1975, it has become neces- 
sary to give retrospective effect to the amendment. It is 
certified that the interest of no-one will be prejudicely affected 
by the retrospective operation.

G.S.R. 13.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Junior Analyst (Work Study) in the work Study Unit of the Chief 
Commissioner’s Secretariat in the Administration of the Union Territory of Andaman and Nicobar Islands, namely:— 

1. Short Title and Commencement ; (1) These rules may be called the Andaman and Nicobar Islands (Junior Analyst (Work Study) 
Chief Commissioner’s Secretariat) Recruitment Rules, 1975. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, Classification and Scale of Pay: The number of posts, classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in Columns 2-4 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications: The method of recruitment to the said post, the age limit and other 
matters connected therewith, shall be as specified ih columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualification: (i) No person who has more than one wife living or who, having a spouse living, marries in any case in which 
such marriage is void by reason of its taking place duririg the life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 
and 


(ii) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife living at the time of such marriage or who has 
married a person who has a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are medical grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from 
the operation of this rule. 

5. Where the Central Government is of opinion that it Is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be re- 
corded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons.

6. Power to relax: — Where tho Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for rea- 
sons to be recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of these rules with respeci of any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving:— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes Hnd other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time U> 
time in this regard.

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of o'p inion tba tit Is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, and for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6, Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

5. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of thorse rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving : — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations aud other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc.— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications : — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Proviflcd that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt aDy person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Onion Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons or posts.
